^Proposais for the atabUshment of 
K âctnocratlo eoonomio council and 
rcsJonal councils, as vit\l Mian J mm e- 
(liate Tcvlsion of th« feiJei^^lSies, 
and ^he need for greater organization 
wlthbi the Maritimes, were stressed 
last night at the meeting of the Po- 
litical Economy Club, when Arthur 
Bloomfleld, Arts "35, and Ronald 
Laathem, Graduate Student, delivered 
papers on "What Can We Do the 
Maritime Provinces?" Bloomfield 
gave 'an account of the Maritime situ- 
ation, and Leathem gave suggested 
remedies. 

The first speaker showed that most 
of the Maritime disabilities today can 
be traced to the National Policy of 
fciaroM mfl(di j set Canada on it highly 
?5t?ail(Milsf' policy. The Maritimes 
■ being primarily producers and export- 
ers of raws materials, were seriously 
hit by this tariff. In that they had to 
buy in a high mat'^et and aell in a 
competitive field.' The speaker gave a 
historical survey of the problem and 
dealt with the fact that the Maritimes 
were never tccen on entering the 
Union. He also outlined the Maritime 
rconomy as existing «t present and 
showed how, since' the depression, the 
numerous rigidities in our system have 
bson' especially heavy on these prov-

To gain 
this end, he. proposed reciprocity with 
the United States. Leathem remarked 
that Canada should reduce her gen- 
eral tariff In order to, benefit the 
Maritime Provinces, saying that these 

timel^^nn^tlnw^^^^ 
tlcular good to themselves. 

Trade CommiisIoB 

Leathem advocated the establish- 
mcjnt of a federal trade commission 
filrallar to that in operation lit the 
United States, not entailing merely a 
central office at Ottawa. This body 
should be supplemented by regional 
commissions supported ' by ■ executive 
officers cnjoyhig a. high status m the 
civil service and outside all political 
Influences. Tlie regions would" be de- 
fined by economic considerations. 
Finally, lie suggested that the provin- 
cial administration be completely, 
handed over tà ''economic' advisory 
councils composed of men of the high- 
est intellectual calibre. These men 
were to devote their entire time and 
the major part of their lives , to , jhe, 
economic councils and to ije rcmu- 
nsrated accordingly.

itgXPERIMENTB on Snakes" is 
the title of the lecture to be 
delivered by Professor John Tait, 
of the Dejiutaient of Physiology, 
to the Biological Society at S 
o'clock In Room 21 of the Biologi- 
cal Building, February 26th. 

The lecture will be illustrated 
with optual experiments on living 
snakes. 

Owing to their outstanding re-' 
sponsiveness to vibratory stimula- 
tion, rattlesnakes were the original 
choice for^these experiments. Oii 
the slightest stlrrlnt: or tremor of 
tho surface on which the rattle- 
snake rests, the roptlle rattles its 
tall. Various features of the physi- 
ology of these snakes have :begun 
-^^^ym' attention, and Professer 
TOlrwllï in the course of Wa tolk 
deal with the spinal reflexes and 
the cerebral activities of the crea- 
tures. Although t^he lecture will be 
Illustrated there is little to be 
feared since the poison g'ands 
have been removed from' the 
makes.

Three ideas seem to underlie Mr. 
Lsyton's letter: the first is that paci- 
fists arc inane, gassy, mlâunderstanders 
of human nature; the second idea Is 
that selfishness is a fundamental ele- 
ment in human nature, and therefore, 
tliat war is inevitable. The third idea 
fs that war is^nécéssary for the culti- 
vation and pr^m^ibn of the quali- 
ties of oounHife,:pétriotism, and, man- 
hood. 

I am personally, grateful for the sug- 
gestion that it Is the selfistmees of 
human nature that makes war Inevit- 
able.

another side' to the question. It is In 
his breadtli'and depth as a musician 
til's and man that the Austrian surpasses 
the other 'great pianists' who people 
the musical world; that is. whom it 
has been our privilege to hear. So Im- 
■portant is this side that, we feel Jus- 
tified in saying "that any. one who 
faced two solid hours of Beethoven 
sonatas from a desh-e to be lulled by 
polished virtuosity evinced an appal- 
ling depravation of taste, and would 
better have stayed away. ' ' 
What Schnabel accomplished was to 
lay the life of Beettioven before us as 
an open book. Four carefully chosen 
works gave us glimpses of four vital 
periods In the composer's growth. The. 
early ^>tis ,3.- No. 3 showed him still 
under the Ittfltience of the urge for 
making pretty music which gave birth 
to the classics of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Opus 38 found the old insphra- 
tlon" on the;^wam/,and a ro- 
mantie InàimiMl^eiement creeping In. 
It was a study to watch the pianist's 
features as he played the cocky, point- 
lessly amusing; fkiaIe.ÀV In the music 
there was nothing of ttie world-beater; 
simply the raucous, awkward young 
man creating his own amusement. 

How different Opus 571 We were 
now In ihe midst of the terrible 
changes, which gave us the tjibd^d 
fifth symphonies, the Rasoumowsky 
quartets, the "Waldsteln" and this 
"Appassionata" sonata. Tom between

also famous, as they accommodated as 
many as three thousand bathers. 

During the Middle Ages, Professor 
Turner continued, the Byzantine style 
of architecture had its Innovation. 
The towers, which were an tategral 
part of such a style, were sometimes 
useful as small fortresses. These 
churches were groups of bulldhigs 
brought together, whUe those of the 
Greeks .were Individual units. 
Nonnan Invasion 

'When the Normans came to Eng- 
land hi 1066, they first used stone 
imported from Normandy for their 
structures. But they soon, found that 
English stone served the purpose aat- 
isfactprlly. Shortly after this, the 
high Gothic style of architecture was 
hitroduced. This got over the diffi- 
culty of thick walls, because the roof 
of the church was supported by nu- 
merous individual -ribs. In these ca- 
thedrals all the possible wall space was 
given up to windows. 

Passing to the present time, the lec- 
turer stated that modem buildings 
are frames of steel with a concrete 
skin on the outside. Too often, un- 
fortunately, modern buildings aie 
made so as. to conceal as much as pos- 
sible the presence of steel' framework. 
An example of this Is seen in the Sun 
Life Building. In such struettures as 
the Herald-Tribune Building In Olil- 
cago, and the Empire State Building 
in New York, the steel framework 
seems readily noticeable.
